Plans for effecting the apprehension and detention of SI subjects are 
in a high state of readiness and geared for instantaneous action. 
The presidential proclamation that would "trigger" the EDP has been 
reviewed and approved by the President. This proclamation is contained 
in the "Emergency Kit" of the President awaiting only his signature 
should an emergency arise.
